N its customary place on the following pages will be found the forecast of the 

display which will be seen at the London Show from October 17 to 27. But 

whereas this is confined to the exhibits, the Earls Court visitor should also be 
aware of the revelation implicit in the Show as a whole; it is not pure accident that 
the Motor Show is the greatest annual display held in the Exhibition Building. 

British cars, as shown at Earls Court, tell a graphic story. They are indicative of 
independence of outlook that goes forward in confident disregard of rivals, secure in 
the knowledge that design resourcefulness is always available to take care of com 
petition, no matter from which direction it may come. As such, the cars are exactly 
representative of the industry as a whole, for the motor industry has, since the war, 
established itself in world markets to an extent that is only just being challenged. 

As the President of the Society of Motor Manufacturers and Traders has recently 
said: “Britain’s motor industry easily retains its lead over all other manufacturing 
industries as the nation’s greatest exporter. Today the value of exports of motor 
vehicles, agricultural tractors and other automotive products stands at an annual rate 
of £300,000,000, equivalent to £570 for every minute of every day and night.” 

This minute-by-minute figure is most impressive, and needs to be borne in mind 
during the tour of the stands. For the London Show is the outward and visible sign 
of an industrial power in the land on which the people of this country depend for 
their very food. The thought is sobering, and should still the criticism that is so 
often vented on the manufacturers as a result of delivery delays. Delivery delays 
are exasperating in the extreme, but are inevitable. Moreover, the industry’s hands 
are tied; Government control is such that it is left only to commiserate with its 
waiting home customers 

The S.M.M.T. President had some significant words to say about the main method 
of control: “The industry,” he said, “is handicapped by shortage of raw materials, 
particularly steel. It has the productive capacity which, given the raw materials 
could be rapidly expanded to the great benefit of our export trade, and the very 
necessary re-equipment of the nation’s transport services. The car industry alone 
could quickly raise its unit output from the half to the three-quarter-million mark 

These facts, from such a source, indicate another problem which the Show visitor 
might consider. Is the best use being made of steel by allowing a little for all? Or 
would it be better to allow progressive industries, making products that fetch high 
prices overseas, to take the lion’s share ?

The Paris Salon is, therefore, well deserving of the adjective 
“international,”’ the more so, because this year the ordinary 
French motorist has the chance to buy cars from all major 
car building countries except Great Britain. 





ROM the technical point of view the 
most interesting feature of the Salon 
is the turb: i commercial vehicle 
displayed by Laffly. This appears to be 
the first turbine-driven vehicle to be

ir European 
automobile exhibition, but the fact that it 
resembles so closely in its basic layout the 
design of the Rover turbine-driven car is 
not without great interest from the point 
of view of the car owner. 
Admittedly the Laffly 1o-tonner is a 
prototype, but it is based on a vehicle 


which has been running tally 
for some time. It is a unit of 200 b.h.p.

As in past years the Paris Show is 
housed in the Grand Palais, and it is 
presented in the artistic manner one has 
come to associate with it. The decoration 
of the large arched roof is in interlinked 
circles which flank an immense chandelier, 
the whole being a mass of neon lights as 
daylight fades. Beneath these the stand 
names “om and amongst them the 
famous British marques are well repre- 
sented. Names such as Rolls-Royce, 
Bentley and Daimler are, of course, house- 
hold words the world over where quality 
is concerned, but the other British makers 
have established Continental reputations 
for their good qualities which ensure them 
a fair measure of interest from all and 
sundry. 

Amongst the most recently announced

That British manufacturers regard the 
European market as important is shown 
vy the fact that the Rootes Group in- 
augurated on October 2 in Paris an 
associated company known as Rootes 
Continental Motors, with showrooms in 
the Rond Point des Champs-Elysées and 
a service works at 36, Rue Pierret, Avenue 
de Madrid, Neuilly, which is backed up 
by 20 service points throughout France. 
Sir William Rootes, in opening the new 
premises, emphasized its function, and its 
links with similar companies in Belgium 
and Switzerland, as an effort to gain a 
strong foothold on the Continent of 


Europe. 
CARS 


TT‘HE Show is rich in new models, some 

of them already in production and 
others being seen for the first time, but as 
hardly any manufacturer has taken the 
trouble to stage exhibits revealing the 
mechanical features of his cars, it is a dull 
exhibition for the technically minded 
visitor. This does not discourage the 
French motorist, for this year’s Salon 
marks an important stage in post-war re- 
covery. Delivery delays, for even the most 
popular French models, are now not more 
than 18 months—generally much less—and 
cars from every major car-producing 


country except England can now be bought 


in Fraace for French francs at prices which, 
even when import duty and taxes are paid, 
are still below the current cost of cars in 
England. Delivery dates vary from 10 to 
14 days for most of the American cars to 
two or three months for the Germans 
Salesmen are polishing up their technique 
again for, as the French Press remarked, 

Ihe day is approaching when once again 
the customer will be the king.” 

Eager crowds gather on the Simca stand 
where the French public have a chance to 
examine for the first time the complete 
range of the Simca Aronde, a fast and 
attractive small family car which has the 
well-known 1,221 c.c. four-cylinder engine 
in a new unit—construction saloon body 
with independent front suspension by coil 
springs and wishbones. Production of the 
saloon has already reached 180 a day and 
the first example of the station wagon is 
also shown. External styling of the Aronde 
is unusually attractive, and some models 
have two-tone interiors in pastel shades 
which, although simple, recall the work of

in the rear will soon be added by the intro- 
duction of a hypoid axle 

Another centre of attraction is the 
Renault Frégate, which should be in pro- 
duction at the rate of 30 a day in January 
With front-mounted o.h.v. four-cylinder 
engine of 2 litres, it has independent 
suspension of all four wheels and its roomy 
unit-construction coachwork makes it a 
strong competitor of the Ford V8 Vedette. 
Ford are, however, broadening the appeal 
of the Vedette in two directions. They 
offer the Cométe as a beautifully styled 
special coupé with body built by 
Facel, and at the other end of 
the scale a Vedette utility saloon 
on which practically all external 
plating has been eliminated, even 
on the bumpers; the whole back 
of the car opens to permit the 
carriage of goods

Renault are showing a sports version of the 
4 c.¥. saloon with larger carburettor and 
higher compression ratio, giving an increase 
of 2 b.h.p. and a maximum speed of about 
70 m.p.h. It has a sliding roof and costs 
£150 more than the standard model, but 
can be delivered six months sooner 

Specialized versions of the Renault 4 c.v. 
are now a regular feature of the Show. 
This year’s examples are a two-door coupé 
with American-style top by Pichon-Parat 
and a neatly styled convertible by Duriez, 
who has installed a steering column gear 
change. 
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Panhard enter a lower price range with a 
simple open two-seater Dyna Junior and 
they become the first French manufacturer 
to offer a fully automatic transmission on 
a post-war car by equipping the Dyna with 
the Kreis gear box of Swiss origin as an 
optional extra. This operates through 
normal gear trains which are engaged 
without effort on the driver’s part by means 
of centrifugal weights and friction clutches. 

The successful invasion of major French 
sporting events by foreign cars is exempli- 
fied by the exhibition of the C-type Jaguar 
which won at Le Mans and two Ferraris of 
types which won the Tour de France and 
the Rally of Morocco, but French manu- 
facturers are still active in the fine car field 
and the Show contains the first examples 
of the new Type 235 Delahaye, a notable 
addition to the ranks of 100 m.p.h. cars 
It has a 34-litre six-cylinder engine similar 
to that in the Type 135, but modifications 
to camshaft and carburftion bring the 
power output up to 150 b.h.p. The chassis 
is a stiffened version of the 135 and softer 
suspension can be used without the sacri- 
fice of high-speed road holding, through 
the use of new Messier piston-type shock 
absorbers. During the Show a four-seater 
saloon lapped Montlhéry at over 113 m.p.h 

Bugatti returns this year with a car bascd

of Bugatti manufacture. In this form the 
twin-overhead camshaft engine is said to 
give 188 b.h.p. Transmission is through 
a Cotal gear box. Front suspension is by 
half-elliptics and the rear has reversed 
quarter-elliptics with telescopic dampers 
The front springs pass right through the 
polished beam axle, but there is nc longer 
any articulation in the centre of the axle 

Successful emergence of the Talbot 
company from its financial difficulties is 
marked by presentation of the new four- 
door four-light Lago-Talbot saloon, which 
has smooth modern lines with a smaller 
version of the traditional radiator grille 
faired into the front end. It can be fitted 
with either the 2,640 c.c. Lago Baby engine, 
giving 120 b.h.p., or the 44-litre six- 
cylinder engine of 170 h.p

gart, which still has a power unit based on 
the side-valve Austin Seven engine, 
although the chassis has transverse inde- 


pendent front suspension and half-elliptics 


at the rear. This chassis has now been 
clad in completely new bodywork with 
pleasant modern lines. 

A medium-priced car which is attracting 
favourable comments is the Salmson Ran- 
donnée, shown as a saloon and with new 
convertible coachwork. Peugeot are now 
offering an attractive convertible version 
of the 203 with underbody structure suit- 
ably reinforced to make up for the lack of 
a permanent roof 

Prototypes of small, rudimentary econ- 
omy runabouts continue to proliferate, 
although very few can hope to obtain the 
financial or industrial backing necessary to 
ensure low prices and high sales. Citroen 
has shown that the minicar has an appeal 
when strongly backed and the 2 c.v., which 
is shown unchanged this year, is now earn- 
ing favourable reports from hundreds of 
owners. The Rovin is the only other sur- 
vivor of the immediate post-war group and 
is improved in detail with an elegant steer- 
ing wheel and revised instrument panel 
The Rayonnah, a folding tandem two 
seater, is now displayed with saloon top 
which tilts sideways to allow the occupants 
to enter, and the Bimobile Piaf is a two- 
seater runabout with hammock seats and 
windscreen but no bodywork, similar in 
principle to the Voisin shown last year, 
except that the chassis is made of steel 
instead of wood and the suspension is more 
elaborate. The Deshais offers the protec- 
tion of open tourer bodywork for two and 
has a two-cylinder water-cooled two-stroke 
engine with rotary inlet valve and front- 
wheel drive. All wheels are independently 
sprung by swinging arms and Neimann 
rubber rings 

Outstanding among the Italian cars are 
two new Ferraris. First comes the Type 


342, the long wheelbase version of the 4.) 
litre America. The twelve-cylinder engine 
is detuned to give a mere 180 b.h.p. instead 
of the customary 220 but should have no 
difficulty in propelling a four-seater saloon 
by Ghia, weighing slightly under a ton, at 
speeds which will be difficult of attainment 
by any other four-seater saloon in the 
world. The gear box has four speeds, all 
synchromesh, and the rear suspension is by 
two-tier half-elliptics, as illustrated in 
The Autocar earlier this year. A racy red 
and-black coupé by Vignale is the first ex- 
ample of the new unit-construction 212 
export car, which has the 2.6-litre engin« 
mounted in a combined body-chassis frame 
built in tubes by Ferrari, who then hands it 
over to the coachbuilder to clothe with the 
appropriate panelling 

Another outstanding exhibit is the Alfa 
Romeo range featuring a Superieggcra 
coupé and Farina convertible on the short 
wheelbase 1900 sports chassis alongside the 
unit-construction saloon. All cars have the 
same four-cylinder twin-overhead-cam 
shaft engine, but the sports model is tuned 
to give a higher output. Another Italian 
exhibit attracting attention is the Lancia 
Aurelia Gran Turismo coupé 

The Germans continue an aggressive 
campaign for export markets with an im 
pressive array of models including sonx 
makes which have not previously been seen 
by the French public. The Volkswagen car 
now be delivered in Paris in three month

An important new German mode! shown 
for the first time is the short-chassis 300S 
Mercedes two-seater convertible wit! 
3.3-litre six-cylinder overhead-camshaft 
engine giving 150 h.p. There is also a 
special Tigheweizht streamlined Porsche 
saloon which came straight to the Show 
from Montlhéry, where it established fif-

1,100 and 1,§00 c.c. categories, including 
5,000 miles at nearly 97 m.p.h. 

Finally, Spain contributes one of the 
outstanding displays with examples of the 
new high-performance Pegaso V-cight 
sports car which was described in The 
Autocar last Friday. Its independent front 
suspension is unusual, as the torsion bar is 
clamped to the frame at both ends and the 
wishbone is connected in the middle, a 
reversal of the laminated torsion bar scheme 
evolved by Salters, the British spring 
manufacturers, in which the bar is con- 
nected to a wishbone at each end and to the 
frame in the middle. 

A sign of the times is the wide range of 
Jeep-style utility vehicles which have both 
military and civilian uses. The pioneer 
Willys Jeep is shown in civilian form 
opposite to the familiar British Land 
Rover, and near by dramatic tableaux are 
staged presenting the Fiat Campagnola 
(described in The Autocar of September 
21), and the military Delahaye which made 
its début in the African Rally. There is also 
the practical little Petit vehicle from 
Morocco, a miniature cross-country car 
with three seats, powered by a Dyna Pan- 
hard engine and gear box mounted at the 
rear. Among the simple open versions of 
the standard Jeep-size, the Willys and the 





Rover have most in common, with their 
simple half-elliptic suspension all round. 
The Campagnola has independent front 
suspension and the Delahaye has inde- 
pendent suspension of all wheels. 

An associated type of vehicle which is 
finding increasing support is the rugged 
medium-sized saloon, station wagon or 
pick-up, which can be operated on rough 
tracks or cross-country. The pioneer 
example is a Willys Jeep which can be 
delivered at short notice in France with 
two- or four-wheel drive. It competes with 
the Renault Prairie produced by France’s 
nationalized factory and now available with 
Grégoire variable-rate suspension using 
coil springs to supplement half-elliptics. 
The Renault, which is offered as a hire car, 
station wagon or pick-up, has a 2.4-litre 
side-valve engine and is both smaller and 
lighter than the Delahaye Type 171 station 
wagon, which uses a 3}-litre engine and 
half-elliptic suspension. 


COACHWORK 


OACHWORK has always been re- 
garded as one of the outstanding 
matters of interest at the Salon, and this

year’s exhibition is no exception in that 
respect. At the same time there is an 
absence of freakish designs, for although 
General Motors’ Le Sabre attracts a 
constant crowd of spectators it should be 
regarded as a possible future development 
and not as a present freak. 

One of the most attractive and most 
discussed cars is an Ang!o-French com- 
bination, a 4}-litre Bentley chassis bearing 
a striking low-built saloon by Facel-Metal- 
lon, who are not primarily coachbuilders in 
the ordinary sense of the word, but pro- 
ducers of all-metal bodies, of steel or light 
alloy, in large series. The appearance of 
this car, beautifully finished in a pleasing 
dark green, is graceful and well balanced, 
and very modern without being bizarre. 

Its unusually low build has been 
achieved by using a special matrix for the 
radiator, the top of which is little higher 
than the top of the engine, and by placing 
the air cleaner at the side of the engine. 
The springing has not, it is stated, been 
altered, but the car appears to sit so well 
down on its wheels that it gives the appear- 
ance of having a shorter wheelbase than 
standard, although that again is an optical 
illusion. The overall length is 15 ft 9} in, 
width 5 ft 10} in, and height 4 ft 8 in; 
the weight is a fraction under 32 cwt. 

The full-width frontal appearance is 
most distinctive, with vertical louvres in 
the small and low-set grille, flanked by 
two smaller grilles for ventilation. Lamps 
are set in the front of long sweeping wings 
and the massive bumper has indicator 
winking lamps in the over-riders. The 
rear wings taper into vertical fins which 
carry stop lights, and the tail panel curves 
down between these to the rear bumper 

Described as a 2}-seater, the two-door 
body has separate seats with shaped squabs, 
and a face-sideways seat is behind the 
driver. A wide curved screen and a wide 
rear window give excellent vision. The 
facia is in metal with a very realistic timber

finish; it is of unusual design as it is 
asymmetrical and has the instruments 
grouped conveniently in front of the driver. 

Another pleasing Anglo-French effort is 
the Austin Princess with a Saoutchik con- 
vertible two-door body finished in pale 
grey. The bonnet side chrome flash is 
continued along the door in a curved line 
to meet the door handle; another chrome 
flash emphasizes the sweeping wing lines. 
The same coachbuilder shows another con- 
vertible, a two-seater of more sporting 
lines, on a Delahaye chassis. 

Convertibles are, indeed, obviously still 
popular with Continental motorists and 
Delahaye display a two-door example by 
Chapron. In this the large side panels of 
the wings are lightened in appearance by 
definite lines to emphasize the wing shape. 
The front is, of course, full width and is 
given rather an American appearance by 
the wide and shallow chrome grille. A 
bright waist moulding joins up with a 
chrome protecting plate on the front of 
the rear wings. 

Another striking car is the Lago Grand 
Sport Farina two-seater, cream in colour, 
with the full-width frontal treatment and 
wide low grille which distinguish the 
products of this well-known Italian coach- 
builder. On the large opening pane! of the 
bonnet top is a ventilator duct with a 
chromium-plated opening. The wind- 
screen has considerable curvature and is 
well raked. A point of note is the pro- 
nounced horizontal rib projecting from the 
side of the front wings, stiffening them and 
preventing mud from blowing back. The 
new Talbot Lago saloon is also shown, a 
four-door four-light body, with the spare 
wheel in the large but well-shaped tail 

A Jowett Jupiter with a compact little 
two-seater coupé body by Farina is finished 
in white and is most sporting in line. So, 
too, is a Vignale-bodied Ferrari coupé, the 
upper part of the bonnet and body being 
in black and the sides in maroon. Between 


the two colours a bright metal moulding 
runs, and joins the surround of the low 
set and wide grille, which is set at an angle 
so that it leans forward. A two-door 
Ferrari saloon by Ghia is finished in light 
and dark blue in a manner which em- 
phasizes the fineness of line 

British coachwork by the famous special 
ist body builders is as fine as anything in 
the Grand Palais. The Bentley saloon by 
H. J. Mulliner, for example, in dark grey 
with fine gold lines on the waist moulding, 
has excellent proportions and lines which 
are modern and at the same time restrained 
The long sweeping front wings have their 
lines continued back over the doors, and 
the rear wings have swaged lines which 
avoid any appearance of heaviness. 

The Park Ward saloon Rolls-Royce, in a 
particularly rich shade of dark green, with 
sage green leather upholstery, and the 
James Young Bentley saloon, a two-door 
four-light design, also in dark green, are 
two more striking cars which obviously 
catch the Continental eye. Then there is 
the big Daimler limousine by Hooper, in a 
brighter green with beige cloth upholstery 
for the main compartment. This is a razor- 
edged design which is beth smartly modern 
yet dignified in style. The Lanchester con- 
vertible, too, is an excellent example of this 
type of car, the front portion of the head 
folding manually to a de ville position and 
the head being operated electrically. 

A Franay-bodied Bentley is interesting 
in that it revives the once fashionable 
chariot line, the pillars curving sharply 
forwards at the bottom. The side lamps are 
mounted on the scuttle and are a modern 
adaptation of an old coach lamp 

German body design as represented by 
Mercedes is modern in line but restrained, 
following more the British than the Italian 
school. The curvature of panels is, per- 
haps, rather more pronounced, but the 
familiar Mercedes radiator is not disguised, 
although it is given a definite curvature and 
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is tilted backwards. An adjustable scat 
mechanism is used, which gives a very casy 
action; it also allows the squab to be 
lowered right back to a horizontal position, 
so that the front seat and rear seat cushion 
line up and would allow one to lie flat;

Saoutchik also uses a simple seat mech- 
anism to give easy access to the rear scat 
in a two-door body.

Of body design in general it is obvious 
that the full-width front is now de rigueur, 
either with a radiator or with a low set 
grille.

Upholstery is mostly of the square 
edged type, often piped with a contrasting 
colour, and has a plain band some inches 
wide surrounding pleated panels for both 
cushions and squabs. = window 
obviously tend to get bigger and bigger 
and are often of curved glass.

Jerricans of 5-, 10- and 20-litre capacity 
are also useful and are supplied heavily 
galvanized or painted. A 10-litre can costs 
about {1 15s with painted finish or {2 5s 
galvanized. For winter use an immersion 
heater to be fitted in the lower radiator 
hose is a protection against frost damage- 
at least it is so in a country which does not 
suffer power cuts.

BUYERS’ 
to 1952 Cars 


UBLICATION is resumed this year of the Buyers’ 

Guide, the absence of which, owing to a printing 

strike, was much regretted last Showtime. For the 
home buyer it must, perforce, be less of a guide to the spend- 
ing of his money than it is to the technical design of cars 
at present being manufactured; as that, however, it is as use- 
fully complete as possible. For the overseas customer the 
Guide fulfils its primary purpose, for it includes details 
all cars which are available from Britain, not only those that 
are represented at the London Show. The technical specifi- 
cations have been made as comprehensive as possible, and 
their selection has been closely studied to bring out points 
that most matter to the consumer. 

As is also customary, the statistical analysis has 
carried out and summarized overleaf with an illustration of 
the typical car of 1952. This post-war vehicle has now 
settled into a definite mould, one that is dictated by two 
factors—integral, or unit, construction (a designing advance 
and maximum body space (a customer consideration rhe 
result is the full-width saloon with forward engine mounting 
ind without the big frame members of yesteryear. 

In detail, the statistics show that the four-cylinde: 
declined slightly in favour of six and eight and that capa- 
cities have grown, although the predominance of over 4,000 
c.c. must be ascribed to the inclusion of U.S.A. models 
Overhead valves are mainly employed (54 per cent), and 
four-speed gear still dominant (61 per cent); the 
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gear lever has gone somewhat wholeheartedly to the steer 
ing column (64 per cent) 

Front suspension is now virtually 100 per cent in 
dependent, only 5} per cent remaining faithful to earlier 
precepts; at the rear the half-elliptic spring holds its posi 
uion, although independent rear suspension has crept up to 
8 per cent. The hypoid bevel final drive has made further 
progress at the expense of spiral bevel and is now fitted & 
66 per cent of the cars listed 

Increased study of the comfort of the occupants is revealed 
in the figures relating to car interiors. Heaters are now 
standard on 38 per cent, and optional on 62 per cent, of the 
saloon models in the lists; 84 per cent of all cars have the 
useful forward ventilating panels, and the three-abreast 
front seat has climbed to 61 per cent. Other figures are les 
comforting, but are inevitable in the light of the necessity 
to cut costs wherever possible and to meet overseas require 
ments. The sunshine roof has now disappeared from 84 
per cent of saloons and the rear blind figures on 17 per cent 

One feature is not capable of reduction to simple statistics 
and this is the progress of hydraulic transmission, at present 
almost confined, however, to U.S.A. models; even there, it 
tends to be optional to the normal synchromesh gear box 
Ihe trend is worth watching, there being the distinct possi 
bility that hydraulic transmissions are at present at the peak 
of their popularity; they may decline as a result of the 
exigencies of rearmament

WASH LEATHERS 
Advice from Headquarters 


[63700.}—We have read with interest Mr. J. H. N. And 
letter [63634] in which he enquired as to the best way to prese 
a chamois leather. 

Before using the leather for the first time rinse it out in cold 
water. Care should always be taken to avoid contact with strong 
acids, alkalis and washing soda, which have a very harmful 
effect upon the skin. If a leather is used for the cleaning of a 
motor car it will probably pick up a certain amount of greas 
This can be removed quite casily by washing the leather ir 
warm water with a good quality soap, preferably soap flakes 
It cannot be too strongly emphasized that the small amount of 
time taken in cleansing a leather after use will more than repay 
the user in time saved when next using the skin. When the 
skin has been washed clean, it is most important that it should 
be pulled in the hands to its original shape and hung from one 
corner in a cool, dry place to dry naturally. It is fatal to attempt

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I think the best way in which Show visitors can obtain a 
conception of the skill and planning that go into car 
assembly is for them to stand and study a chassis, and then 
to “break it down” mentally as they would do if they were 
called upon to plan its assembly. Long before the time 
comes to bolt the wheels on one is lost in a welter of bits 
and pieces, nuts and bolts, that should have gone on at an 
early stage, but that somehow one has overlooked. Pieces 
that, in any case, one cannot sce a way to assemble at any 
given stage. The imaginative amateur production line there- 
upon becomes a place where a half-finished vehicle staggers 
haltingly along to the end, where a whole army of operatives 
waits to hang on the bits that somehow did not fall right at 
the right time. At this point respect for production engineers 
and operatives is increased, and a very good thing, too. 

Skill in assembly is valued by the manufacturers. There 
has been considerable criticism on the part of members of 
the Government because, in the face of rearmament, manu- 
facturers are holding on to workers whom the Government 
would like to see classified as “redundant” in order that 
they could move over to other industries. Well, you cannot 
blame an employer for not wanting to let a good man go, 
and you cannot blame an employee for hanging on to the 
job he likes doing with people for whom he likes working 
That is the contemporary position in the motor industry 
an industry of few strikes, and most of those over some 
ridiculous situation that irritates unnecessarily owing to the 
frustration generally felt throughout industry today. It is 
certain that, if some of post-war life’s everyday frustrations 
could be removed, less would be heard of the sillier mani 
festations of strike committees. To do that needs more 
materials, so that we are all too busy to think of our minor 
troubles ; and it also means more rewards for labour, not 
in the form of steadily depreciating currency, but in the 
form of consumer goods for which the worker can save. 

The car is a particularly good example of this. The worker 
who mans the lines, making cars, now has very little 
chance of acquiring one, even second-hand. Before the war 
he probably drove his own small car to work. It is in order 
to restore that right, and its parallel in other industries, that 
everyone needs to work harder today. The “fruits” of 
labour are only fruits if they can be enjoyed, and no orice 
likes to create, all the time, goods for others and never for 
himself. 

Something of this feeling as it must affect the motor 
industry can be gained from making that close study of the 
Show exhibits, and something of the debt that motorists 
owe to the operatives who make their cars can be gauged at 
the same time. Cars have personality, as we all know, and 
who is to say that some of that personality is not instilled 
in them by the human beings—very much human beings— 
who craftily assemble them, and by their assembly create 
these very beautiful pieces of mechanism? M.B

FEW CHANGES IN ELECTRICAL EQUIPMENT FOR 1952 


times that the interesting feature 

of the Lucas programme for 1952 
is the introduction of a more power- 
ful two-speed screenwiper. Other 
changes are few, because a policy of 
standardization was introduced shortly 
after the war and has been followed 
with success, and also because the 


” some respects it is a sign of the 


unlikely to suffer any radical change. 

In the new screenwiper the prin- 
ciple of cable rack drive, which is now 
used on practically all post-war British 
cars, is retained, but a larger and more 
powerful motor is used because the 
modern fashion for curved 
screens has shown it to be desirable. 
The rotary movement of the motor 
armature is converted into a recipro- 
cating movement of a robust fiexible 
cable by means of a single-stage reduc- 
tion gear built into the motor. 

The armature shaft carries a worm 
which meshes with a worm wheel. 
From this projects a crank-pin on 
which is the big-cnd of a connecting 
rod, the little end of which is con- 
nected to a cross-head which slides to 
and fro and has attached to it the end 
of an open spiral flexible cable. 
Spindles of the wiper blades carry 
small gears which mesh with the cable, 
so that the to and fro movement causes 
semi-rotary movement of the spindles 
and the wiper blades attached to them. 

In order that the wiper shall be 


effective in very heavy rain its speed can 
be increased by the simple means of 
inserting a resistance in the field cir- 
cuit. The control switch has three 
positions, therefore—* normal,” “high 
speed ” and “ park.” When the switch 
is turned to “park,” the motor is 
momentarily reversed. This has the 
effect of increasing the effective length 
of the connecting rod, so that the cross- 
head accordingly travels past its normal 
operating point and operates a switch 
in the motor gear box, which interrupts 
the current when the blades are in the 
parking position. In fact, the arc of 
the blades is displaced angularly so 
that the blades lie along the bottom 
edge of the screen out of the driver’s 
line of vision. 

This effect is ingeniously arrived at 
by making the big-end of the connect- 
ing rod in the form of an eccentric 
block and sleeve, the block not being 
fixed to the worm wheel but being 
capable of half a revolution of move- 
ment relative to it, there being a pro- 
jection on the eccentric block which 
engages with projections on the worm 
wheel. 

When the driver moves the control 
switch to “normal” the current is 
restored to the motor, the armature 
Starts to rotate, and eccentric 
allows the connecting rod to return to 
its normal position. Accordingly the 
cross-head resumes its normal travel, 
so that the wiper blades return to their 
usual arc on the screen. Also incor-

FINE MEETING IN IDEAL CONDITIONS AT CASTLE COMBE 


HE car race meeting organized under 

a national permit at Castle Combe, 

near Chippenham, last Saturday by 
the Bristol M,C. and L.C.C. proved ex- 
cellent indeed.

Contravening Insurance Conditions 


Could you tell me how the law rules 
in the matter of insurance when the driver 
1s contravening some restriction lad down 
in his policy by his insurers? E. B. B. 

Taunton, Somerset 


If a driver fails to observe any special 
condition made by his imsurers he 
renders the policy ineffective. He is then 
not legally covered and is therefore guilty 
of an offence 

However, any conditions in a policy 
which purport to restrict the insurance by 
eference to the following are of no effect 
as regards compulsory (third party) imsur- 
ance, provided that a certificate of insur- 
ance has been issued by the insurers, and 
contravention is not an offence. The con- 
ditions concerned are those relating to the 
age, condition, and so on, of the driver; 
the condition of the vehicle; the number 
of persons carried; the weight or nature 
of the goods carried; the time or area 
within which the vehicle is used; the 
horse-power or value of the vehicle; the 
carrying of particular apparatus; or the 
carrying of particular means of identifica- 
uon 

It should be borne in mind that 
although contravention of these conditions 
is not an offence because third party insur- 
ance must hold good, the policy holder 
may be called upon to reimburse his 
insurers in respect of claims arising out of 
such use 


Vacuum lgnition Control 


My Austin is fitted with a vacuum con- 
trol to the distributor. Recently I have 
had a certain amount of undue pinking. 
This may be from carbon, or Poobpetrol, of 
course, but I would be glad if you would 
give me some information on the working 
of this control. E. S. C.

VACUUM control operates in con- 

junction with the centrifugal con- 
trol so that when the depression in the 
manifold is increased the ignition is ad- 
vanced by the vacuum control. In other 
words the vacuum control is affected by 
the engine load and gives an advance at 
part throttle openings, while at full 
throttle openings when the depression is 
lower the vacuum control does not give 
this extra degree of advance. The centri- 
fugal control operates according to engine 
speed irrespective of the degree of throttle 
opening 

If you remove the distributor cover so 
that you can see in which direction the 
rotor arm rotates, then screw the adjust- 
ing knob so that the contact breaker body 
moves in the same direction; this will 
retard the ignition, because obviously 
the points will separate later. Actually 


you shouid find the letters A for advance 
and R for retard stamped on the contact 
breaker with an indicating mark which 
moves between them as the control 
knob is turned 

Very broadly speaking, the ignition 
should be advanced as much as possible 
without the engine pinking

Disadvantages attached to this include 
the inevitable increase in inertia of the 
transmission line, the increase in unsprung 
weight at the rear of the car, and certain 
undesirable effects on the controllability 
and steering. Consequently, the use of 
twin rear wheels is really only advan- 
tageous when a considerable surplus of 
power is available, and most especially in 
those events run as pure speed trials in a 
straight line 


Returning Deposits 


I have recently cancelled an order for a 
car, which was placed in 1947, and have 
been told by the dealer concerned that it 
is customary for them to retain £5 on all 
orders, but where a client has paid over 
and above this amount of deposit they re- 
turn all but £5, which they consider 
reasonable.

The nearest 
thing, of course, would be an eight-
